by free consent U 


represented in the flag, and such 
a government cannot endure unless 
it is taught to the young, who-should be 
fitted for intelligent sovereigns or citi- 
zens in the public schools. The free 
school is an important essential to gov- 
ernment by free consent. Behind the 
army of blue that saved the Union dur- 
ing the civil war there were the little 
red schoolhouses of the north, where 
the children of the poor and those of 
the rich met upon a common level. It 
was the absence of the little red school- 
house in the south that made it possible 
to inaugurate secession upon the basis 
of state sovereignty and slavery. A gov- 
ernment by free consent must have the 
public schoolhouse, where the children of 
all classes come together and are taught

C«B to Firemen. 


President Goetz, of the Cincinnati 


board of fire commissioners, has re- 
ceived from New York & most injjen- 
IOUB apparatus which, if it will ae> 
compHshall that is claimed for tt, wH* 
prove a panacea to firemen. 


The device is patented by an eastern 


inventor, and may rightly be termed a 
breathing apparatus. 
With H firemen 


can enter burning1 buildings filled with 
densest smoke and death-dealing gases 
with perfect Impunity. At an exhibi- 
tion recently made » room was filled 
with smoke produced from a fire fed 
with shavings, tar, sulphur and cayenne 
pepper, making the apartment abso- 
utely untenantable. 


The inventor attached the respirator 


to his back and taking the en4 of the 
>reathing tube in his mouth entered 
;he room with an assistant, who was 
ike wise equipped. Both men remained 
n the room for over a quarter of an 
lour and could have remained longer. 
Then the respirator was removed and 
;he filtering1 material inserted in the 
lube was taken out. 
The material 


consists, among other things, of cotton 
which was found tp be blackened with 
emoke and impurities. 


The breathing machine consists of 


three small cylinders, the central one 
containing glycerine. 
The air is first 


drawn through layers of cotton wad- 
ding, some dry and some moist with 
glycerine, and between these are layers 
of bone black or animal charcoal. 


The'two outside cylinders are filled 


with these substances, and after the 
air has been drawn up through them 
by the breathing force of the lungs it 
passes through the glycerine for a final 
washing. By this time it has not only 
been cleared of smoke and other im- 
purities, but it has also been cooled 
and is in fit condition to be breathed 
into the lungs. The fireman using this 
apparatus also wears a pair of clamps, 
which are placed on the nose so as to 
close the nostrils, so that all the air 
breathed is taken through the purify- 
ing apparatus and reaches the lungs 
by the mouth. The mouthpiece has 
been bo arranged that the air expired 
is allowed to escape through a set of

withstanding the cloud that for a mo- 
ment threatened to darken the hori- 
son of the free silver convention of 
the southern and western states, in 
the shape of the secession of a number 
of prominent democrats from the'con- 
vention because of the advocacy of 
the abolition of party lines by one or 
two of the speakers, the end was har- 
mony and there was no fight over the 
resolutions after they were read in the 
convention, for the reason that they 
carefully avoided any reference cal- 
culated to produce discord. The reso- 
lutions advocate the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of gold and silver at the 
ratio of 16 to i, declare that interna- 
tional co-operation is not necessary 
and attribute the recent hard times 
entirely to the denouatization of sil- 
ver.Although nothing was said in the 
resolutions 
about the abolition of 


party lines, as proposed by Sibley, 
tote wart and others, the speakers of 
the day, almost without exception, 
took care to assert their democracy 
and to repudiate any affiliation with 
cither republicans or populists. 


The resolutions follow: 
Silver and gold coin have in all ages 


constituted the money of the world; 
were the money of the fathers of the 
republic, the money of history and o 
the constitution. 


The universal experience of man 


tind has demonstrated that the joint 
use of both silver and goLd coin as one 
money constitutes the mohl stable 
standard of value, and that the full 
amount of both metals is necessary as 
a medium of exchange. 


The demonetization of either of 


these historic money metals means an 
appreciation of the value of money, a 
fall in the prices of commodities, a 
diminution of the profits of legitimate 
business, a continuing increase in the 
burden of debts, a withdrawal of 
money from the channels of trade and 
industry where it no longer yields a 
safe and sure return, and its idlq ac- 
cumulation in the banks and in the 
great money centers of the country. 


There is no health or soundness in a 


financial 
system 
under 
which a 


boarded dollar is productive of in- 
crease to its possessor while an in- 
vested dollar 
yields a constantly 


diminishing return, and under which 
fortunes are made by the secretions of 
idle capital or destroyed by the per- 
sistent fall in the price of commodi- 
ties and a persistent dwindling in the 
margin of profits in 
almost every 


branch of useful industry, buch a 
system is a premium upon sloth and a 
penalty on industry, and such a sys- 
tem if, that which the criminal legisla- 
tion of 1873 has imposed upon this 
country. 
The bimetallic standard of silver and 


gold has behind it the experience of 
ages, and has been tested and approved 
by the enlightened and deliberate 
judgment of 
mankind. The 
gold 


standard is a departure from the es- 
tablished policy of the civilized world, 
with nothing to commend it but twen- 
ty-two years of depression and disas- 
ter to the people and extraordinary 
accumulation of wealth in the hands 
of the few. 
There are some facts bearing upon 


this question recognized and admitted 
by all candid men, whether advocates 
of bimetallism or of the single gold 
standard. 
Among these is the fact

prices, 
large 
profits, 
general 


contentment and great prosperity, to 
». condition of falling prices, diminish- 
ing profits, insecurity of investments, 
unemployed labor and a heavy depres- 
sion in all branches of trade and in- 
dustry. It is not a matter of dispute, 
even among the honest advocates of 
the gold standard, that general pros- 
perity came to an end with the de- 
struction of the bimetallic system, and 
that hard times, falling prices, idle 
•workingmen and widespread depres- 
sion came in with the gold standard 
and prevails to-day wherever the gold 
standard has been adopted. 


Every international monetary con- 


ference that has been called, every de- 
mand in this country and in Europe 
for an international agreement to re- 
establish the bimetallic standard, is a 
confession that the demonetization of 
the system was a blunder if not a 
crime; that its consequences have been 
disastrous and that the conditions that 
it ha* wrought are full of menace and 
of peril. 
The logic of facts establishes be- 
i 


jrond intelligent question that the de- 
struction of silver as primary money 
by a conspiracy of selfish interests is 
the cause of the widespread depression 
mnd suffering that began with the gold 
standard. There can be no restoration 
«rf prosperity, no relief from prevail- 
ing conditions until the (Treat cause 
has been removed by a restoration of 
silver to its proper place as a money 
metal, equal with gold. 


We believe in a money of stable 


value. We believe least of all in an 
appreciating standard; 
it is only 


through the practical operation of bi- 
metallism that a stable standard of 
value can be secured. A standard con- 


of money constantly increas- 


ng in valne is not a sound, a single nor 
a stable standard, but a constantly 
hanging standard. The effect of gold 
monometallism is to establish one 
tandard for the creditor and another 
or the debtor; and there can be no 
more dishonest monetary system than 
hat which gives short measure to the 
narrower and long measure to the 
ender. 


Under the policy prevailing prior to 


1873 there can be no violent change in 
;he relative value of the two metals, 
for a rise in value of one metal is 
counteracted by a decreased demand 
,nd a fall in value by an increased de- 
mand. Under the operation of thi* 
beneficent law a stable relation was 
maintained between them in spite of 
the most extreme changes in relative 
productions. 


From the earliest period of our his- 


tory up to 1873 the right of the debtor 
to choose whether he should pay his 
debts in silver or gold coin was al- 
ways recognized.

policy has been to transfer this right 
to the creditor, thus tending to con 
atantly increase the value of the 
dearer metal and destroy the parity 
between them.

This reserved rijfht is a part of every 
bond, of every contract and of every, 
obligation. No creditor or claimant 
can set up a right that can take pre- 
cedence over i nation's obligations to 
promote the welfare of the masses of 
its-own people. This is a debt higher 
and 
more binding than all other 


debts, and one which it is not only 
dishonest but treasonable to ignore. 


Russians Delighted at the Outcome, but 


it is Feasible that Germany, En- 


land and the United State* May 


Assert Their Rights. 


ST. ,PETKBSBUBG, June 14.—The com- 


mercial treaty between Russia and Ja- 
pan, which has just been signed by 
the contracting parties, contains a 
paragraph providing that henceforth 
the duty npon petroleum imported 
into Japan shall be levied upon vol- 
ume and not upon weight. This ar- 
rangement will work to the detriment 
ot the United States, American oil be- 
ing lighter than the product of Eus- 
sia, though the latter Is the cheaper. 


The Russians are delighted over the 


brilliant stroke accomplished by M. 
DeWitte, minister of finance, in the 
conclusion of the treaty. Moreover, 
it is believed that in return for Rus- 
sia's guaranteeing of the Chinese Paris 
loan she has obtained the territory be- 
tween Nertschinsk, in Asiatic Russia, 
and Port Arthur, which will be con- 
nected by railway and the latter place 
used as a coaling station. It is under- 
stood that Itubsia will shortly take 
possession of the Liao Tung territory, 
when it is expected that Germany, 
England and the United States will 
unite in asserting their rights.

•un by De Lesscps. As early as 1828, 
,nd again in 1837, surveys were made 
or the United States government for a 
hip canal between the Caribbean sea 
nd the Pacific ocean by way of Lake 
Nicaragua. 
Further 
surveys were 


made in 1872 and in 1885. In 1849 and 
880 the Nicaragua government granted 
icncessions to Americans for construct- 
ng a canal, but as this country did not 
enter heartily into the plan of the con- 
cessions the grants lapsed. In 1884 the 
Jnited States government bifned a 
;reaty for the construction of the canal, 
but the senate refused to ratify it. 
Three years later the Nicaraguans 
granted a new concession (to run one 
inndrcd years) to the Nicaragua Canal 
company, hy which it was transferred 
;o the Maritime Canal company. The 
atter company was organized May 4, 
L889, under a charter from tho Amei> 


to the oppressed Nicaraffnans. Great 
Britain occupied Corinto for a few days, 
and then, having received a bond guar- 
anteeing the payment of the arbitrary 
indemnity of 175,000, withdrew its 
ships. She had gained what she wanted 
—the acquiescence of the United States 
in her occupation of American soil. 
Diplomats well posted in Latin-Amer- 
ican affairs are of the opinion that as 
soon as the Nicaragua canal is nearing 
completion Great Britain will attempt 
to receive the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
made many years ago, which guaran- 
tees her an equal bhare with the United 
States in the protectorate of any inter- 
oceanic canal which might be opened 
in Nicaragua. This treaty has been 
called the Orst great compromise of 
the Monroe doctrine; the second, some 
assert, was our lukewarm attitude in 
the Corinto affair. 
The map accompanying this article^ 


explains why Great Britain objects to 
relinquishinfr her protectorate over the 
Mosquito coast, a stretch of territory 
inhabited hy a hybrid race of Indian- 
African breed. In 1783, and again in 
1780, England abandoned its claims to 
any portions of the Central-American 
coast, reserving only the privilege of 
cutting logwood in what is now British 
Honduras, But when Central America 
threw off the Spanish yoke and its 
people formed the five republics, Great 
Britain stepped in and reasserted its 
protectorate. Still later, when the 
Nicaragua canal was proposed, the 
Mosquito Indians, at the instigation of 
England, took possession of Greytown 
on the pretest that it was included in 
their territory. Nicaraguans drove out 
the Intruders, but were forced to retire 
soon afterward. The Indians imme- 
diately reoccupied the port, and the 
British attempted to take possession of 
an island on the Pacific coast to reim- 
burse themselves for subsidies surrep- 
titiously granted to the Mowjuitoes. 
Nicaragua then placed itself under the 
protection of the United States. Grey-' 
town was bombarded and burned July1 
IS, 1854, by Commander Rollins, of the! 
Cyane, and serious complications arose 
which were temporarily adjusted by 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. England 
never lived up to the provisions of this 
treaty. Instead of abandoning Belize 
it established there the colony of Brit- 
ish Honduras, and insisted upon the 
autonomy of the Mosquito reservation 
and the maintenance of Greytown as a 
free port. 
Two years ago Nicaragua grew tired 


of this state of affairs and occupied the 
Mosquito territory. 
Chief Clarence, 


the head of the Indians, and his officials 
were expelled, and Great Britain of- 
ficially recognized Nicaragua's sover- 
eignty over the territory.

thought that, this would end the con- 
troversy, but subsequent action on the 
part of Pro-Consul Hatch and other 
British

Everybody knows that the last-named 


stipulation has not been carried out. 
After expending about 55,000,000 in 
surveys, in the erection of barracks for 
laborers, hospitals, warehouses and ma- 
chine shops and the improvement of 
Greytown harbor the company's funds 
were completely exhausted. A tremen- 
dous effort was necessary to build eleven 
miles of railroad along the line of the 
canal. When this preliminary work 
had been accomplished the Nicaragua 
Construction company, to whom the 
contract ol building the road had been 
let by the Maritime Canal company, 
went into the hands of a receiver. Soon 
afterward agents of the canal company 
appeared in Washington and urged sen- 
ators and representatives to pass bills 
guaranteeing the payment of the. bonds 
to he issued by the company. Thus far 
their efforts have been unsuccessful, 
but the lobbyists hove already made 
considerable capital out of the British 
occupation of Corinto and may be able 
to persuade our lawmakers that the 
Unite'd States should have a financial 
Interest In the Nicaragua canal in order 
to make British interference with tts 
construction and management impos- 
sible. The Monroe doctrine, argue 
these gentlemen, has received so many 
stabs in the hack of recent years that It 
no longer Inspires respect either on this 
continent or in Europe, and something 
Jar more substantial than sentiment 
and tradition is needed to prerent the 
British lion from (grabbing the moot 
important waterway ta the world. 


Of course It to a lobbyist's duty to 


paint the gloomiest ptetnre imaginable 
when It suite their purpose; but just 
now they have ample grounds for 
spreading alarming reports. 
Great 


Britain is jealous of the canal project 
and waiting for an opportunity to se- 
cure at least partial control of the 
work. It has never been disputed that 
Nicaragua was clearly in the right 
when it sent out of its domains Con- 
sular Agent Hatch, who interfered in 
the internal affairs of the republic, 
although acting as a representa- 
tive of the British government. Never- 
theless, Nicarairua 
had 
to 
pay 


»75,000 for this "insult." President 
Zelaya expected the United States to 
protest against British aggression and 
the occupancy by British sailors of the 
important Pacific port of Corinto; but, 
for reasons not yet made public—al- 
though probably sufficient—the Wash- 
ington government Jailed to interpret 
the Monroe doctrine in a way, favorable 


Great Britain was determined to assert 
some kind of claim in the premises. 
The expulsion of Mr. Hatch gave the 
Itritish foreign omce a chance to pick a 
quarrel with Nicaragua and led to the 
occupation of Corinto, which would 
have been permanent but for the em- 
phatic, though tardy, protests from 
Washington. 


The United States cannot afford to 


let any European power obtain a foot- 
hold in Nicaragua, provided it withes 
to maintain absolute control over the 
ship canal, which is sure to be built by 
Americans, whether they receive a 
government subsidy or not. The route 
of the entire canal if. within Niearaguan 
jurisdiction. From Greytown on the 
Atlantic coast the waterway will lead 
to Brite on the Pacific, a distance of 
109</£ miles. Of this about lit miles is 
through Lake Nicaragua and the San 
Juan river, and in the remainder ad- 
vantage can be taken of river basins so 
that the actual excavations will no* ex- 
ceed 37 miles. There will be two canals 
proper, each with three locks. One of 
the canals leads from a point on the- 
San Juan river to Greytown, about 85 
miles; the other from Lake Nicaragua 
to Brito, ITJtf miles. Tho locks will 
bring the canal to the necessary summit 
level which in the lake is 110 feet. The 
deepest excavations will bo near the 
eastern end of the canal. To complete 
the work would require not less than, 
(100,000,000, in addition totb* sum al-i 
ready disbursed.

HISTORY OP THE CLASS OF '95. 


Miss Marie P. Jenison read a very in- 


teresting paper on the class histoiy 
which reflected many points on life at 
school, and which demonstrated that 
the writer had ever been a close observer 
from the time in 1891 when 160 pupils 
from the ward schools entered the "city 
college" down to graduation day. To 
the graduates and the faculty the paper 
was of special interest. 
The delivery of the composition was a

Each word was heard in remote parts of 
the hall and each point in the history of 
the famous class went home. 


CLASS ORATION. 


"The Pending Currency Problem" was 


the subject of the class oration by Hugh 
W. Hausum. The young orator had

"The pending currency problem is the 


most important one before the Ameri- 
can people to-day. A few years ago the 
national campaign was fought upon the 
tariff, protection or tariff for revenue 
only; but now it seems as if tho tariff is 
disposed of foe some time to come, and 
the national mind has turned to one 
which is of more importance; and that 
is the Currency Problem.

replace onr present system? Shall we 
have both gold and silver as the basis

The tariff, currency 
and other momentous questions re- 
ceived attention, also the press and its

Wrongs should be strenuously and fear- 
lessly denounced; evil principles and 
evil men should be condemned. J he 
politician who cheats or swindles, and 
tho newspaper man who lies in any 
form should bo made to feel that ho is 
an object of scorn for all honest men. 
"In conclusion, the man with an educa- 
tion ia in honor bound to take an active 
part in our political life, and to do his 
full duty as a citizen by helping his fel- 
low-citizens to the extent of his power 
in the rights of self-government Ho is 
bound to rank action far above criticism 
and to understand that the more deserv- 
ing of credit is the man who actually 
performs deeds, even though imper- 
fectly, and not the man who confines 
himself to talking about how they ought 
to be done. He is bound to have a high 
idea and to strive to realize it, and yet 
he must make up his mind that he will 
be able to get tho highest good, and that 
that he must devote himself with all bis 
energies to getting the beat he can
